The  cover  illustration  note  this  issue,  the  $10  National  Currency 
of  Howell,  Michigan,  series  1902,  dated  January  1°,  1920,  was  acouired 
at  the  Hickman  & Oakes  auction  hold  at  the  International  Paper  Money 
Show  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  last  June. 

I've  been  looking  for  National  Currency  notes  from  Hox^ell  for  several 
years  so  was  pleased  to  see  one  show  up  in  the  auction  in  Memphis. 

I knew  both  men  in  the  bank  who  signed  this  note.  When  I was  very 
you  nr  I lived  on  a farm.  One  of  my  weekly  highlights  was  goin<-  to  to  im 
with  my  Grandpa.  We  always  went  into  the  bank  and  one  of  these  gentle- 
men was  always  offering  me  a bag  of  nennies  if  I could  carry  it  out.

A RAGPICKER'S  PICKIN' S 


by  Chester  Clark  ^97!; 

The  title  of  this  article,  my  ninth,  is  the  same  as  the  first  eight. 

Not  being  sure  how  many  articles  I had  written  for  the  Rag  Picker  over 
the  years,  I went  back  to  my  stack  of  issues  since  my  first  one  In  1969 
and  had  to  do  some  digging.  Apparently  I'd  been  a member  of  PMCM  for 
more  than  two  years  before  I xprote  my  first  article.  It  appeared  in  the 
Aug/l971  Issue  and  was  about  paper  money  of  the  Southwest  Pacific  in  WW 
II,  money  I'd  been  paid  in  while  there,  stories  about  my  gathering  money 
from  other  soldiers  since  I was  a payroll  clerk,  about  conversion  tables, 
and  money  I'd  brought  home  such  as  Japanese  Invasion  Money. 

Also  in  1971  my  second  and  third  articles  dealt  with  military  notes  - 
one  on  Philippines  Guerilla  notes,  ond  one  on  Short  Snorters.  The  next 
four  articles,  from  Mar- Apr  1972  to  May- June  1978*  included  mostly  Early 
American  broken  bank  notes  which  I was  actively  collecting  and  exhibit- 
ing, especially  ones  of  Michigan  and  Livingston  County. 

As  numismatic  organizations,  metal  detector  treasure  hunters,  and  some 
historical  societies  started  asking  me  to  speak  on  their  programs,  I did 
mostly  '’show  and  tell"  and  carted  along  my  cases  of  paper  money,  oddball 
exonumia,  and  Australian  scrapbooks  of  19M2-19U5  1Thich  held  snapshots, 
clippings  and  souvenirs  of  my  experiences  there.  The  audiences  loved  it, 
especially  when  I'd  read  some  paragraphs  from  my  first  article  of  Aug/71. 
The  stories,  a1?  true,  had  to  do  ,Tith  paner  money  from  our  soldier's  pay. 
One  was  of  the  pac1'  of  over  *3,000  ,Torth  of  Dutch  builders  I carried  in 
my  backpack  for  more  than  3 weeks,  secretly,  until  I could  turn  it  in  to 
Division  Finance  which  had  moved  out  unexpectedly.  Another  was  of  some 
money  I'd  collected  from  a buddy  to  send  home  for  him.  His  rack  had  been 
captured  by  the  Jans,  later  captured  back  from  the  Jans,  his  paper  guil- 
ders In  the  pack  had  been  torn  to  pieces  and  strewn  on  the  ground.  He 
asked  if  they  were  any  good  now.  I said  I'd  try,  and  with  Parer  clips  I 
had  only  because  as  medical  clerk  I had  to  have  them  for  Emergency  Medi- 
cal Tags,  I clipped  the  pieces  to  a plain  piece  of  paper  for  each  note 
(we  had  no  glue,  envelopes,  or  such).  I turned  the  torn  notes  in  with 
proper  receipts,  was  later  informed  by  him  that  his  parents  in  Georgia 
received  the  money  OK  - in  US  dollars,  hut  my  buddy  was  later  killed  in 
action.  We  were  in  those  jungles  for  months  at  a time.  We  were  infantry 
medics  - first  aid  men  - with  a higher  mortality  rate  than  the  riflemen. 

The  story  which  seemed  to  please  the  listeners  the  most  though  was  of 
my  being  in  New  Guinea  in  19U3»  and  wishing  to  send  my  girlfriend  back  in 
Australia  some  flowers  for  her  birthday,  I had  a problem.  We  could  send 
Soldiers  Savings,  War  Bond  money,  and  money  orders  back  to  the  US,  but 
there  was  no  provision  for  sending  money  to  Australia.  I did  have  with 
me  a half-pound  (10  shillings)  Aussie  note,  about  $1.67  in  US  money.  Our 
money  was  worth  so  much  more  than  Australian  at  that  time.  I felt  that 
the  note  would  buy  a decent  bouquet  for  Margie,  so  mailed  it  in  a letter 
to  a florist  I knew  was  located  on  the  corner  of  2 certain  streets  in 
Footscray,  suburb  of  Melbourne.  I asked  if  they  could  deliver  10  shill- 
ings worth  of  flowers  to  her  address  on  a certain  day.  They  did.  The 
van  backed  up  to  her  front  gate  k a man  carried  in  26  separate  various 
bouquets.  Later  Margie  and  I became  engaged  by  mail  and  we re  for  most  of 
I9I4.5.  Our  Dads  wrote  to  each  other.  Then  I was  sent  home  to  US  directly 
from  the  Philippines.  Neither  of  \xs  knew  how  to  cone  with  the  vastness 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  postwar  problems,  how  I could  send  her  the  en- 
gagement ring  I'd  purchased  in  Michigan,  nor  when  we  could  ever  get  to- 
gether. We  became  "disengaged"  by  mail,  and  I last  heard  from  Margie  in 

1951  - until  28  years  later.  _ « 


In  1979,  after  my  wife  Yvonne  and  I had  raised  five  children,  we  felt 
we  could  afford  a tour.  We  planned  it  for  many  weeks.  I wanted  to 
take  her  to  Australia  to  meet  all  the  families  who  had  "been  so  good  to 
me.  We  were  pone  during  the  month  of  Hovember,  springtime  in  Australia, 
visited  39  families  (the  children  of  6 or  8 families  I knew  were  now 
grown  and  had  their  own  homes),  stayed  in  Aussie  homes  22  nights,  and 
had  a great  time.  It  was  35  years  to  the  month  since  I was  there  on  fur- 
lough in  19UJ-1- • ^ took  my  SW  Pacific  banknote  collection  and  my  3 Aussie 

scrapbooks  with  all  the  snapshots  and  clinkings.  I visited  several  large 
coin  shops. 

The  day  before  ve  left  lansing  airport  enroute  to  Australia  we  received 
an  urgent  Tetter  from  Margie,  learned  had  married,  had  a son  and  a 

daughter,  and  she  asked  us  to  he  sure  "pd  stay  at  their  home  when  in  the 
Melbourne  area.  Of  Ij.  nights  planned  for  Melbourne  ™e  had  already  prom- 
ised to  stay  3 with  other  families.  We  T,rote  ™e  would  sta™  the  other 
night  with  them.  As  we  arrived  at  noep,  with  historians  - a man  and  his 
wife  from  Ibnash  University  ™ho  took  vis  there,  Margie  had  "tea”  ready  for 
us.  Put  first,  introductions  all  around,  and  while  still  standing  in  the 
hallway,  Margie  handed  me  a heavy  rusty  suitcase.  To  my  query  "What's 
this?"  she  said  "It's  yours."  As  she  asked  us  in  to  sit  do,rn,  I sat  on 
the  sofa,  set  the  heavy  suitcase  on  the  floor,  Yvonne  asked  how  we  would 
carry  that  home,  and  the  historians  hurried  to  sit  on  either  side  of  me 
to  see  what  was  in  the  case.  They  had  used  ny  wartime  diary  for  the  book 
they  are  writing  so  Imew  of  Margie.  Margie's  husband  Ron  was  amazed  and 
said  he'd  seen  that  suitcase  stored  for  years  and  sunnosed  it  was  empty. 
The  case  wasn't  mine.  The  contents  were.  All  my  mail  from  home  for  the 
whole  war  - about  200  letters,  life  magazines,  hometown  papers,  Jap  Invas- 
ion Money,  snapshots  clippings  were  there.  In  a tin  pail  was  a niece 
of  wedding  cake  from  a buddy's  wedding  I'd  been  best  man  for,  plus  a half 
dozen  packs  of  American  chewing  gum  - Black  Jack,  Juicy  Fruit,  Cloves, 
Dentyne  - which  I'd  given  Margie.  I hadn't  known  she  didn't  like  gum. 

When  we  left  we  brought  all  the  letters  and  some  snapshots,  but  left  the 
heavy  magazines  and  the  nailful  in  the  case,  and  asked  Margie  to  give  the 
JIM  notes  and  souvenirs  to  young  collectors  there.  Some  of  those  letters, 
which  I'd  forgotten  about  for  years,  are  now  priceless  to  me.  Many  V- 
letters  are  among  them.  Man’'  of  the  relatives  and  friends  who  wrote  them 
are  no™  deceased. 

Soon  after  that  month's  high! ight  of  our  lives  we  had  an  experience  to 
deflate  our  balloon.  In  January  1980,  six  weeks  after  returning  to  US, 
we  had  a noontime  daylight  robbery  of  our  home  during  a two  hour  absence. 
All  of  my  collections  and  trading  stock,  ij.  cases  and  30  ringbinders,  were 
setting  out  ready  for  the  robbers  as  I’d  returned  from  a show  the  night 
before,  plus  all  my  Aussie  scrapbooks  and  collections  from  giving  a talk 
at  the  local.  Kiwanis  Club  3 nights  earlier,  nlus  our  Aussie  tour  photos. 

The  robbers  did  toss  the  photos  on  the  floor.  We  still  have  them.  All 

else  is  gone,  and  we  don't  expect  to  ever  see  any  of  it  again.  Other 

things  in  our  home  were  not  touched,  we  weren't  harmed,  and  t-«  are  grate- 
ful. I started  collecting  again,  on  a limited  basis,  and  with  more 

caution.  I wrote  my  eighth  article  for  the  Rag  Picker's  Mar- June  1980 
issue  - again  on  Obsolete  Michigan  and  other  banknotes. 

Three  major  events  of  1981  I wish  to  mention.  An  international  paper 
money  show  was  being  scheduled  for  Toronto  for  July  - to  be  called  Inter- 
pam  '8l.  Our  vacations  didn't  coincide  so  I took  part  of  mine  then, 
took  a train  ride  for  fun,  all  by  my  lonesome,  from  Windsor  to  Toronto, 
and  checked  In  at  Interram.  The  worldwide  dealers  (continued  on  page  15)

I met  -personally  will  long  be  remembered.  I became  acquainted  with 
SPMC  and  attended  a super  lecture  by  their  lady  editor,  Barbara  Mueller, 
I believe.  As  a member  of  IBNS  I attended  the  neneral  meeting  of  that 
organization.  Some  PMCM  were  -present,  but  not  as  an  organization. 

On  Labor  Dav  weekend  the  second  event  was  a great  surprise.  1 was  at 
home  here  in  feowell  when  the  phone  rang.  A man  said  he  was  from  Calif- 
ornia, had  Just  arrived  in  Michigan,  and  was  at  the  Holiday  Inn  in 
Howell.  He  said  he  was  a member  of  PMCM  and  had  kept  an  article  I'd 
written  in  the  Mar-Apr  1976  issue  (5  years  earlier)  because  I'd  told  of 
my  chapter  on  currency  in  the  Howell  Bicentennial  History,  and  he'd  been 
planning  on  visiting  Howell  one  day  to  trace  his  roots.  This  member  is 
John  J.  Hichols  #1655  of  California.  He  wished  to  learn  more  about  his 
ancestor  Amos  Adams  who  had  lived  in  Howell.  On  the  phone  John  asked  if 
he  could  see  a copy  of  the  Howell  Bicentennial  Book,  if  I had  local 
banknotes,  or  if  I could  tell  him  whom  to  see.  I gathered  some  things 
and  was  there  to  see  him  In  15  minutes.  Mrs.  Hichols  was  with  him.  We 
had  quite  a visit.  Amos  Adams  as  it  happened  was  the  first  merchant  in 
Howe'’  1 , circa  1836,  built  the  first  frame  store,  was  the  first  County

"’■/hat's  a MUTE?"  (Editor's  challenge!  ’/ho  will  rerly  to  this?) 

Stic  b’ard  #2110,  newer  member  in  Mich  and  avid  collector  of  Obsoletes, 
has  called  our  attention  to  a vignette,  about  two-thirds  of  one,  being 
the  same  on  a South  Carolina  note  as  on  a Michigan  note  19  years  earlier. 
The  Adrian  Insurance  Company  (Mich)  depicts  on  its  $1  note  an  overseer, 
on  0 black  horse  with  four  white  feet,  watching  farm  hands  harvesting 
grain  with  r^rain  cradles  and  a wagon.  T^is  note  in  Criswell’s  Second 
Edition  - pink  cover  - is  A-80.  In  Bowen’s  blue  book  as  #2  it  shows  the 
handnenned  date  as  1839.  This  note  was  printed  by  Torpan,  Carpenter, 
Casilear  & Co.,  New  York  & F'hila.  This  company  is  the  one  which  bought 
and  revived  the  Erie  & Kalamazoo  Railroad  Bank.  The  SC  note,  showing  a 
date  of  18^8,  is  the  $5  note  of  the  Planters  Bank  of  Fairfield,  Winnsboro. 
The  same  horse  and  rider,  the  tree  behind  the  horse,  the  trees  in  the 
distance,  and  part  of  the  fence  are  identical  to  the  Mich  note,  but  in- 
stead of  the  grain  cradlers  the  scene  shows  Negro  slaves  picking  cotton. 
The  printers  are  the  same  but  this  time  they  show  their  cities  as  "Phila. 
and  New  York"  instead  of  vice  versa. 

A good  example  of  vignettes  alike  are  the  harbor  scenes  on  Michigan 
notes  - the  Bank  of  Chinn eway  (Bowen  #3)  and  the  $10  Farmers  Bank  of 
Sandstone  (Bowen  #8).  The  large  ships  may  be  appropriate  for  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  but  certainly  not  for  inland  Jackson  County.

93-94-95-96  Woods,  and  97-98-99-00  Speelman.
